The cost of living has increased 
so much that about every case needs to be increased 
that is not now getting the maximum. The cooperation 
of Overseers in extending temporary aid and supple- 
mentary medical services has been very helpful. 

The administrative expenses of this department 
have risen slightly during the biennial period but the 
administrative review of the Social Security Board 
emphasizes that the total administrative cost per case. 
per month is among the lowest in the country. 

The advice and counsel of local officials and inter- 
ested people are gratefully acknowledged by this de- 
partment and its field staff.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


In spite of the handicaps of the times, our schools 
this year have accomplished more than in any year 
of my administration. 

The keynote set by the State Department of Ed- 
ucation is “The Health of the Child.” Williamstown. 
schools have done their part. The eyes and ears have | 
been tested by the teachers in the best possible manner 
with the equipment at hand, and where serious diffi- 
culties are encountered with the eye sight the Lion’s 
Club of Barre stand ready to furnish spectacles the 
same as last year. Hot lunches are being sponsored 
in some form in the rural schools. The teachers are 
doing the work. Standard achievement tests were 
given in February and will be continued this year. 
These give ready data concerning the status of a pupil 
with no chance of personality creeping in. 

The teacher personnel changed considerably this 
year. In the High school Mrs.: Gladys Hawthorne of 
Montpelier was secured to teach History, Mathematics 
and Bookkeeping and Mrs. Marguerite Mariotti was 
secured to teach Languages. In the Elementary field, 
Mrs. Margaret MacAulay was transferred from Martin 
school in the place of Bernard Wiggin, and Mrs. Alice 
Pirie was transferred from Foxville to the position 
made vacant by the resignation of Marion Hutchinson. 
' In the Rural field, Mrs. Bessie Jeffords was secured 
for the primary grades in Foxville, Miss Norma White- 
hill for the Martin school and Miss Anita Whitehill for 
the South Hill school. Clogston school was reopened 
and Miss Esther Dillingham of Northfield was secured 
for the position. The Seaver and Boyce schools re- 
mained closed for the years because of the scarcity of 
teachers.
